The Senate adjourned immediately 
on announcement of his death as

work in handling an unwieldy major­ 
ity when the Democrats

in the 
House 
for the 
first 
time in years had placed 
him in 
a 
conspicuous position in the 
nation’s 
political life. 
In the House 
the 
announcement 
was made by Representative Garrett 
of Tennessee, the 
Democratic floor 
leader. 
The 
House, however, went 
ahead with its work.

The death of Salmon Giddings, pi 
Mmeer minister of 
the 
Presbyterian 
church in Missouri, 
occurred at 
St 
Louis on February 1, 1828. one hun­ 
dred 
and 
one 
years ago this week. 
Giddings was one of those 
servant? 
of the pioneer church to whose serv­ 
ices histroians have credited such 
a 
large share in the 
"winning of 
the 
W est”. 
In all the adventuring 
and 
hardship which opened 
up the 
vast 
region t<> civilization there were 
no 
more significant figures than those of 
the early ministers “who touched the 
simple and plastic society very wide­ 
ly and vitally and............... turned their 
hands to all kinds of service”. 
Although Giddings was not the fir>t 
Presbyterian 
minister 
to preach 
in 
Missouri he is justly entitled to 
the 
name of pioneer, for he was the first 
missionary 
sent 
out by that church 
who remained continuously in Missou­ 
ri. he established the first Presbyter­ 
ian church in the State and also the 
first in St. Louis, and with the excep­ 
tion of brief excursions into Illinois, 
the whole of his twelve years of mis­ 
sionary labor were given to Missou­ 
ri. and ended only with his death 
at 
St. Low s in 1828. 
Salmon Giddings was born at Hart- 
ford, Conn., 
on 
March 2, 1782. 
He 
was educated at Williams College and 
at 
Andover 
Theological 
Seminary, 
from which institution he was gradu­ 
ated in 1814. 
He was 
ordained 
on 
December 20. 1814, and he left Hart­ 
ford for St. Louis in December, 1815. 
as an emissary of the Missionary So­ 
ciety of Connecticut. 
The long jour­ 
ney of 1200 miles was made on horse­ 
back and consumed the whole 
win­ 
ter. 
He reached St. Louis on April 6, 
1816. 
Here he found conditions far from 
favorable. 
Since its 
foundation 
in 
1 764 St. Louis had been Catholic, and 
under Spanish domination Protestant 
ministers had not been welcomed 
in 
the territory. 
After the transfer 
to 
the United States, however, Protest­ 
antism had gained a foothold, altho’ 
there were 
few 
Protestant churches 
in what is now Missouri and none 
in 
St. Louis or its immediate vicinity. In 
1814, Samuel J. Mills of the Mission 
ary Society of Connecticut had visit­ 
ed St. Louis 
and 
had 
made 
some 
headway 
in 
founding 
a 
“mission” 
there, but his work had languished a f­ 
ter his departure. 
Later in the same 
year, Dr. Gideon Blackburn of Ten­ 
nessee had preached in St. Ix>uis with 
some success, but he 
soon 
returned 
to Tennessee in the hope 
of 
coming 
again to St. Louis in the autumn 
to 
establish a school. 
Mr. Gidding's 
first 
efforts in 
St. 
Louis were 
not encouraging. 
There 
was, he thought, 
a marked 
indiffer­ 
ence to religion, and 
to a New Eng­ 
lander reared in the 
stern 
morality 
of the 
Puritan and 
unused 
to 
the 
ways of the frontier, it seemed 
that 
“the state of moral feeling 
and 
the 
tone of piety” was 
not 
very 
high. 
Despite indifference, and at times an 
almost open hostility, 
Giddings con­ 
tinued his mission work at St. Louis 
for some six 
or 
eight 
weeks, and 
when his efforts there seemed fruit­ 
less he transferred his labors to the 
surrounding country. 
On August 3. 
1816, we find him at Belleview set­ 
tlement 
in 
Washington 
county, 
where he organized the first Presby­ 
terian church in Missouri, 
with 
a 
membership of 27. 
In September, 1816, still undaunted, 
he returned to St. Louis and took up 
the work of the 
mission 
and school 
which his successor, Timothy 
Flint, 
had started there but had been oblig­ 
ed to leave. 
The second church was 
founded by Mr. Giddings on October 
18. 1816, at Bonhomme 
in 
St. Louis 
County. 
From this time forward St. 
Louis and 
its 
immediate 
territory 
were the scene of 
his 
work and he 
was soon rewarded by seeing condi­ 
tions for growth of the church 
im­ 
proved. He was one of four members 
of Presbytery formed 
at St. Louis 
in November, 1817, as a part of 
the 
West Tennessee Synod.

The death of Salmon Giddings, pi- 
•oneer m inister of 
the 
Presbyterian 
church in Missouri, 
occurred at 
St. 
Louis on F ebruary 1, 1828. one h u n ­ 
dred 
and 
one 
years ago this week. 
Giddings was one of those 
servants 
of the pioneer church to whose se rv ­ 
ices histroians have credited such 
a 
large share in the 
"w inning of 
the 
W est”. 
In all the adventuring 
and 
hardship which opened 
up the 
vast 
region to civilization there were 
no 
more significant figures than those of 
the early m inisters "who touched the 
simple and plastic society very w ide­ 
ly and vitally a n d ............... turned their 
hands to all kinds of service”. 
Although Giddings was not the first 
Presbyterian 
m inister 
to preach 
in 
Missouri he is justly entitled to 
the 
nam e of pioneer, for he was the first 
m issionary 
sent 
out by th a t church 
who rem ained continuously in M issou­ 
ri, he established the first P re sb y te r­ 
ian church in the S tate and also the 
first in St. Louis, and with the excep­ 
tion of brief excursions into Illinois, 
tin whole of his twelve years of m is­ 
sionary labor were given to M issou­ 
ri, and ended only with his death 
at 
St. Lours in 1828. 
Salmon Giddings w as horn at H art- 
ford, f’onn., 
on 
M arch 2, 1782. 
He 
was educated at W illiams College and 
at 
Andover 
Theological 
Sem inary, 
from which institution he was g ra d u ­ 
ated in 1814. 
He was 
ordained 
on 
December 20. 1814. and he left H a r t­ 
ford for St. Louis in December. 1815. 
as an em issary of the M issionary So­ 
ciety of Connecticut. 
The long jo u r­ 
ney of 1200 miles was made on horse- 
back and consumed the whole 
w in­ 
ter. 
He reached St. Louis on A pril 6, 
1816. 
Here he found conditions far from 
favorable. 
Since its 
foundation 
in 
1764 St. Louis had been Catholic, and 
under Spanish domination P ro te stan t 
m inisters had not been welcomed 
in 
the territory. 
A fter the tra n s fe r 
to 
the United States, however, P ro te st­ 
antism had gained a foothold, alth o ’ 
there were 
few 
P ro testan t churches 
in w hat is now Missouri and none 
in 
St. Louis or its imm ediate vicinity. In 
1814. Samuel J. Mills of the Mission 
ary Society of Connecticut had visit­ 
ed St. Louis 
and 
had 
made 
some 
headway 
in 
founding 
a 
“ m ission” 
there, but his work had languished a f ­ 
ter his departure. 
L ater in the sam e 
year, Dr. Gideon Blackburn of T e n ­ 
nessee had preached in St. I» u is with 
some success, hut he 
soon 
returned 
to Tennessee in the hope 
of 
coming 
again to St. Ixmis in the autum n 
to 
establish a school. 
Mr. Gidding’s 
first 
efforts in 
St. 
Louis were 
not encouraging. 
There 
was, he thought, 
a marked 
indiffer­ 
ence to religion, anti 
to a New E n g ­ 
lander reared in the 
stern 
m orality 
of the 
P uritan and 
unused 
to 
the 
w ays of the frontier, it seemed 
that 
"the state of moral feeling 
and 
the 
tone of piety” was 
not 
very 
high. 
Despite indifference, anti at tim es an 
alm ost open hostility, 
Giddings con­ 
tinued his mission work at St. I^ouis 
for some six 
or 
eight 
weeks, and 
when his efforts there seemed f ru it­ 
less he tran sferred his labors to the 
surrounding country. 
On A ugust 1 
1816, we find him at Belleview set­ 
tlem ent 
in 
W ashington 
county 
where he organized the first P resb y ­ 
terian church in Missouri, 
with 
t 
m em bership of 27. 
In September, 1816, still undaunted 
he returned to St. Louis and took up 
the work of the 
mission 
and school 
which his successor, Tim othy 
Flint 
had started there but had been oblig­ 
ed to leave. 
The second church was 
founded by Mr. Giddings on October 
18, 1816, at Bonhomme 
in 
St. Louis 
County. 
From this tim e forw ard St. 
Louis and 
its 
im m ediate 
territo ry 
were the scene of 
his 
work and he 
w as soon rew arded hy seeing condi­ 
tions for growth of the church 
im ­ 
proved. He was one of four m em bers 
of P resbytery formed 
at St. Louis 
in November, 1817, as a part of 
the 
W est Tennessee Synod.
